They wander about 
the settlements and steal what things 
they can. 
When they find settlers 
not ased to them they intimidate 
them. 
They have a contemp t for the 
Swede settlers. They get all the 
whisky they can p ay for at Aitkin, 
Brainerd and Mora. 
They have no 
p articular objection to settlers com­ 
ing in, but they don't want them to 
cut down the map le trees. 
They are 
op p osed to having the canal dug 
through the reservation, as it will 
lower the water in the lake. 
They 
comp lain that an Indian agent has 
not been near them for five years and 
they have had no means of communi­ 
cating with the government. 


Another Boom. 
It is rep orted that ore has been dis­ 
covered on the farm of L. Golla, near 
Brainerd, which assays $366 in silver 
and f*20 in gold to the torn—Duluth 
Herald. 
Peop le always have to go away 
from home to hear the news. 


Hopeful, at Least. 
It is p retty generally understood, 
and that without any very p ositive 
statements on the p art of the manage­ 
ment, that work on the Duluth and 
Winnip eg road will be in full head­ 
way in a few weeks, and that the road 
wiU be comp leted to the Mississip p i 
river in a few months. 
There is 
p ractically no doubt that this under­ 
standing is correct Notwithstanding 
the unfavorable action of the legisla­ 
ture, the Duluth and Winnip eg is in 
the field.

Indian Agents Investigate. 
D etroit , M ina, June 22,—Col. T. 
J. Sheehaa the retiring agent at 
White Earth, and Col. B. P.. Schuler, 
the new agent, have just comp leted a 
trip through the Red Lake, Leech 
Lake and Gull River, sub-agencies 
where they have been investigating 
the alleged outbreak at Mille Lacs. 
After a careful hearing of many they 


j came to the conclusion it was but a 
drunken brawl and the Indians who 
! have been much disp leased with the 
encroachment of the whites were 
rather ugly, which together with the 
scare caused by the shooting of M&g- 
nussen caused a p anic among settlers; 
everything is now quiet. The Indians 
are p rosp erous and their crop s never 
looked better. 


Evading the Meat Law. 
The p rovisions of the dressed meat 
bill, p assed by the last legislature, are 
to some extent being evaded in the 
Twin cities. 
The p rop rietors of the 
leading hotels in this city and in St. 
Paul are p urchasing the greater jx>r- 
tion of the meat consumed in their 
hotels in Chicago, and have been since 
June 7th 
Contracts have been made 
with Cmcago p acking houses for 
ship ments once a week. 
The Minne­ 
sota hotel men had endeavored to 
make a deal with the Chicago meat 
men, but were not able to do so until 
the return of Phil Armour from his 
Europ ean trip . 
The law does not 
p revent the p urchase of meRt outside 
the state and its ship ment in unless it 
is exp osed for sale afterwards. 
In 
this way hotels and other institutions 
which consume considerable meat can 
contract for it in Chicago. This p osi- 
tion is backed by good legal authority, 
according to the hotel men. 
Local 
p rices have already begun to tumble 
in consequence. — Minneap olis Tri­ 
bune. 
From the a bo v e it will be seen that 
the rich man. and all those who are 
able to buy beef in large quantities, 
can evade the law. while the jioor 
man, and those who must buy in 
smaller quantities, are to p ay from 
three to four cents |>cr jtouud more 
for their beef, and- all to satisfy a few 
St« Paul slaughter-house men. 
Such 
an infamous, unjust and damnable 
law is not binding up on tha citizen 
and ought not to l>e resjieeted. Out 
up on it, and let the |KX)r man as well 
as the rich have cheap l>eef. 
*** 


An Op inion from Chicago. 
The Chicago Tribune sizes up the 
meat insp ection law as follows: 
The local butchers in Minnesota 
who exp ected large p rofits in conse­ 
quence of the l>eef insp ection law. 
contrived to shut Chicago meat p ro­ 
ducts out of the state, are finding 
themselves hoist by their own p etard. 
If the law could have l>een enforced 
in the manner intended the p rincip al 
effect would have been to raise the 
p rice of beef to consumers in Minne­ 
sota without a ¡» article of benefit to 
stock growers. The advance in p rice 
would have ail gone into the p ockets 
of the local butchers, as was the de­ 
sign and exp ectation. 
Oddly enough 
however, in their bill the local butch­ 
ers merely p rohibited bringing into 
the state for p urp oses of sale any 
meat from any animals not slaught­ 
ered in Minnesota. 
Ap p arently there 
is no p enalty for imp orting meat for 
one’s own use. and hence keep ers of 
hotels and boarding houses in Minne­ 
sota are now buying beef from the 
Chicago dressed beef op erators and 
S 
etting it cheap er than before. 
They 
o not regard themselves as offering 
fresh meat for sale, and hence con­ 
sider themselves entirely outside the 
law. 
They are getting the benefit of 
the low p rices in the Chicago market, 
and take the p rofits that formerly 
went to the middlemen. 
Minnesota 
butchers used to buy beef in Chicago 
for seven cents and sell it to their 
customers for twelve cents, but the 
latter now p urchase direct from the 
dressed beef firms in this city. 
Of 
course it is only hotel keep ers and 
other large buyers of meat who can 
sup p ly themselves in this way. but 
the Minnesota butchers are suffering 
a big loss of trade in consequence of 
a law which they exp ected to give 
them an artificial monop oly. 
The 
truth, no doubt, is that the Minnesota 
meat law is unconstitutional in its en­ 
tirety, and will be set aside whenever 
it is taken iuto the courts. 
But if' 
the local butchers in Minnesota can 
stand the consequences of their j» et 
measure, it is not likely the Chicago 
dressed beef oj» erators will make any 
comp laint and try to have the statute 
overthrown. The law is giving them 
a valuable retail meat market in Min­ 
nesota. 
The local butchers of Minne­ 
sota have been caught in their own 
trap , and it would l>e a fitting conclu­ 
sion to the matter if they should lie 
the first to ap p eal to the courts to 
have their own law declared uncon­ 
stitutional and void. 


The Log Crop . 
Thd Lumberman sizes up the lum­ 
bering outlook as fnllows: 
The best judges estimate that about 
150,0U0,000 feet of logs are hung up 
on the tributaries of the Mississip p i. 
These include all the legs cut on the 
Rum river and tributaries, on the 
Crow Wing and tributaries, about 2,- 
000,000 feet on the Pine, about 7,000,- 
000 feet on the Willow, about 15,01)0,- 
000 on the Bear, all the cut on the Up ­ 
p er Swan, on Hillman brook and 
Skunk and on Little Prairie, Sandy 
Lake and Swan. 
The Surveyor 
General estimated at the end of the 
logging season that there had been 
cut 290,600,000 feet of logs, and that 
there was lod logs carried over ag­ 
gregating about 75,000,000 feet. This 
made a total of old and new of 275,- 
090.000. 
If. as now seems p robable, 
150.000.000 are hung up , this would 
leave 225,000,000 for the mills nt 
Minneap olis, Anoka, St. Cloud, Brain- 
erd and Gull River, or p robably 175,- 
000,000 for the Minneap olis mills. 
Up to June 1st the Boom comp any 
had turned out about 35,000,000 feet. 
It is estimated there is now in the 
lioom 30,000,000. This sup p ly will lie 
turned out in about 
t h r e e weeks. 
The log committee ordered the Boom 
comjiany to commence driving on 
June 20th, at which date there will 
be in the river above Brainerd alxmt 
110.000.000 feet of logs. 
The Boom 
comp any exp ect to bring at least 80,- 
000,000 feet of these and get them to 
Minneajiolift by the time the p resent 
stock of 
30.000,000 
is exhausted. 
These then will give the mills a stock 
for ten or eleven weeks or until about 
the first of Sep tember. 
Whatever is 
done beyond that date must dep end 
up on the success in driving of some 
the streams and getting out some of 
the hung-up logs. 
This is decidedly 
p roblimetieal. 
Meantime some of the 
mills will have p lenty of logs and some 
not enough. 
So it need be no matter 
of surp rise if the cut of the Minne­ 
ap olis mills is 100,000,000 feet less 
than it was last vear.

W H A L E B O N E . 


A B ranch of Itn n la n t in W hich th e Froflta 
A re l a rrrta la . 
“There is no article of commerce 
that varies more widely in its market 
p rice thun whalebone,” said a New 
York dealer to a rep orter recently, “ In 
January it may sell for two dollars a 
p ound and in the following June for 
five 
dollars a p ound. Twenty-five 
year*, ago the p rice was seventy-five 
cents a p ound. It varies in p rice ac­ 
cording to the cateh, and this in turn 
dep ends up on the lurk of the sailors. 
If they find the whaling grounds closed 
bv ice. meet with a ship wreck, or for 
any reason fail to catch whales the 
p rice goes up . This makes it a very 
sp eculative business and we can never 
tell what out* stock is w'orth until we 
hear of the catch.” 
“What p art does whalebon<* ehieflj 
come from?” 
“The main sup p ly U brought from 
the North Pacific whalers and conn s in, 
in November. 
A smaller quantity 
fome-from the South .Sen mid arrives 
about June. Now and then a -inall 
sup p ly comes from 
Davis 
.Straits 
and 
Hudson 
jiav. 
Whalen 
are 
caught there at all seasons of the 
year, and the bone coming to New 
York is ap t to disturb the p rice. 
Manv years ago it wh- the custom of 
whaling cap tains, nle ti out of stores 
to « top at some Pacific p ort and ex- 
cbange some of their whalebone for 
the necessary mp p lic* and in this w ay 
» mailer lots would come in and trouble 
the market. Ship * are now so thor­ 
oughly sup p lied that there i* uo longer 
anv need of continuing this p ractice. 
The sup p ly comes from New Bedford 
and San Francisco, which are the great 
whaling p oints of this country. 
A 
great amount used to • •me from Nan­ 
tucket, but the shallow ness of its har­ 
bor and the greater convenience of 
New Bedford drove s * tr.tdn away. 
Ob Isiard -hip the sliq.- of n halebone. 
as they are termed in mercantile 
p hrase, are done up in bundles of 
about two hundred p ounds each, and 
arc sent to the market in that shap e. 
In cutting up whalebone there i* a loss 
of about twenty p er cent, on the raw 
material 
The hair is worth ten cents 
a p ound for mixing with horse-hair for 
up holstering p urp oses, and it is some­ 
times used in the manufacture oI 
brushes. ’— Bo *Urn i’rrxrrd .

Ala., a 
contractor on a railroad in Kentucky, was 
murdered by two Italians. 
The murderers 
were taken from the officials and shot to 
death. 


Charles De Baum the defaulting cashier of 
the National Park Bank of New York, was 
sentenced to five years and seven months in 
the p enitentiary. 
George McTann, who was aw aiting trial 
for the murder of his wife, Saturday, June 
15. by crushing her skull with a hatchet 
while she lay asleep in bed. hanged himself in 
his cell at Philadelp hia. 


Henry Geiruup was waiting in jail on a 
charge of burglary until the fall term of 
court. He was given much liberty, and used 
to drive the cow to p asture. 
He desired to 
p lead guilty to theft and receive his sentence, 
but was not allowed to do so. Then he went 
to the p asture with the cow und is p robably 
going yet, as he has failed to return. 


W. H. Irwin, a demented freight brakem an, 
took p ossession of an Oregon Railway A 
Navigation eugine a t Wallula, threw op en 
the throttle and ran her furiously toward 
Walla Walla. 
When he ran oat of 8t« um 
there he was overtaken by a p ushing engine, 
was sent to the insane asylum 
Elijah Smith 
and other p rominent officials of the Oregon 
Railway and Union Pacific were at Walla 
Walla a t the time, but were detained. This 
saved them from certain death, u* they 
would have been run into jf they had gone 
at the time as intended. 


It i* rep orted at Sp okane Falls th a t John 
McNeilly, a well known citizen of Cheney, wo* 
returning from the railroad men’s p icnic a t 
Medical lakehe got on a p rivate car occup ied 
by road officials with a friend. A negro p ort­ 
er ordered them ofl, using very insulting 
language. 
When the car stop p ed a t 
the 
p latform a t Cheney McNeilly got off. The 
p orter followed him. and, it is said, bit him 
twice with a heavy club. 
The train moved 
on with the p orter before au arrest could be 
made. McNeilly will die. 


About two weeks ago a p eculiur religious 
band of p reachers, calling themselves the 
I’entecoet band; » ap p osed to be Mormon mis­ 
sionaries, were driven out of Hinesboro, 
Illinois, and their meetings broken up . They 
returned, a t the close of services, twenty 
masked meu entered the hall where the meet­ 
ings had te-eu held and stoned and severely 
handled the alleged Xlormons, tore down the 
doors and demolished the windows. 
Mrs. 
Yeinaes, a convert, has been lyingin a trance, 
and her friends are becoming aaxious for her 
recovery. 


There was a bloody riot, between Hunga­ 
rians and colored meu working on D egroat’s 
brick yard at Jones’ p oint, New York. Four 
bunguriun* were shot. 
One is dead and an­ 
other is dying. 
The n o t was started by the 
H ungarians trying to drown a colored man. 
A friend of the colored man named Morton 
drew his revolver and fired seven shots. 
Then the fight became general 
and knives 
aud stones were freely used. Offleere from 
Ha verst raw visited the p lace and arrested 
four of the ringleader*. 
Everything is quiet 
now, und no more trouble is exp ected. 


There is great excitement a t Dundet, Ohio, 
over the strange death of Susau Lantzer, the 
daughter of a wealthy farmer. The girl left 
home on the 11th iust., and nothiug was 
known of her whereabout* until last Satur 
day the 22nd, when her body was received a t 
the railroad station by exp ress, the p arents 
of the girl having been notified by an under­ 
signed telegram Irorn Cleveland of her death. 
The funeral was in p rogress when the coron­ 
er interrup ted the ceremonies and began an 
inquest, it was discovered th ut the girl's 
body had been terribly mutilated, and it is 
susp ected th a t she died from the effects of a 
criminal op eration p erformed a t some insti­ 
tution in Cleveland. 
Nick Foley, who shot and instantly killed 
Mrs. (lark, the sister of his sweetheart, near 
Elgin, Nebraska, was lynched by a mob on 
the Neligh bridge. He was on his way to 
Neligh, in charge of two dep uty sheriffs. The 
p arty stop p ed at a farm house a t an early 
hour. Foley's p resence was soon discovered 
and the mob collected. No attem p t was 
made to lynch him, however, until word had 
t>een sent through all the country round th a t 
he had been cap tured. The notice met with 
a liberal resp ouse, and soon nearly every 
male citizen for miles around was on hand 
to see the lynching 
The two offirers deliv­ 
ered the p risouer to the mob, as they saw 
th a t resistance was useless. A rop e was p ro­ 
cured and he was taken to the bridge over 
Cedar creek, where the rop e was secured to a 
rafter and he was p ushed off. His neck was 
broken by the full and he died withont a 
struggle. 
While an officer was p atrolling his beat 
on the 
outskirts of New York City he 
discovered in a clump of bushes on the west 
side of the avenue the dead body of a man. 
Carefully p laced under the m an’s head was a 
white handkerchief sp otted with blood and 
in his l ight hand was a cheap revolver of the 
French p attern. 
He had shot himself over 
the right temp le. Th* body was th a t of a 
man thirty-five years of age, five feet seven 
inches in height. H* wore a small light mus­ 
tache. The man was fairly well dreeeed, with 
dark coat, aud vest and strip ed trousers and 
tenuis shirt. On the waist band of the man s 


drawers were the initials “ II. H.” On the 
body were three rents, a Chinese eoi. and a 
cheap silver watch. In a p ocket were several 
cards bearing the name. ••Richard Hnllager, 
La ( rosse. W in 
t)u one of the cards was 
also written “(i. A. 
Jurgens. 80 La Salle 
street. Chicago.” The suicide chose a lonely 
sp ot to kill himself. 


Jame« Wilber.wbo killed fivcp ersons in the 
Judith basin. M ontans, committed sucid* 
by hanging himself in his cell with a towel. 
It waslearned th at a t least three of Wilber's 
victims in the Judith 
river massacre are 
Helena p eop le. TheweareMr. and Mrs. Kurtz 
and the little girl who wras thier adop ted 
daughter. 
Mr. und Mrs. Josep h Kurtz were 
a thrifty German coup le who kep t the board­ 
ing house a t Grass Valley mine, near Helena. 
The mine closed down lust month, and 
Kurtz ami his family stated out w ith a wagon 
and camp ing outfit to travel through 
the 
country, dep arting on Hay 26. They were 
identified by the wagon which the murderer 
had stolen from them. 
The little girl who 
shared their terrible fate was 
adop ted by 
them, and wa* the child of Julius Bchaum, 
now in Omaha, but formerly in the emp loy 
ot Dewitt A Arnold, butchers,of Helena. The 
Briggs family, who were the other two of the 
murdered p arty are unknown here.

The sp eech of the Austrian einp eror to the

BURKE IDENTIFIED.

W innip eg Susp ect 
R eadily 
Recognized by an Officer 
From Chicago. 


Wholitsle flsrdtr Is Xostsss. 
The Tribune of Great Falls, M ontans, has 
received by sp ecial courier from (.ewistou, 
Fergus county which is ninety mil*-» east of 
Great Falls, the following disp atch, giving; 
details of five hornbl« - mur*lere. “ Inter.seex- 
ntem ent p revails in I^wiston and through­ 
out Fergus county, rausod by the finding of 
five human bodies in the Judith nver about 
twenty five mil« ** northwest of laiwiston. A 
cowboy came into town und rep ort..I the 
findiug of the body of a woman in the Judith 
river about three mile* above what i* known 
as Samp le's cro*onug on the Lewiston and 
Del ton road 
Coroner Henson immediately 
went there aud held an inuuestover the body. 
Close examination revealed that ds ith had 
been caused by a rifle wound. The remains 
were so bloated and decomp osed th at recog­ 
nition was imp o« « sibl4'. but the coroner wtas 
satisfied th a t the {» erson hud D-en dead a t 
least two weeks. The body was temp orarily 
buried, and the coroner returned to I^*wi# 
ton with such arte las as he thought might 
serve as a cine to tbe identityot the d« « craeed 
woman. On Monday the coroner, sheriff and 
a numbsr of citizens left again for Sump le's 
Crossing for the p urp ose of examining the 
body and to seek for a clue th at might help 
in tracing the crime to the p erp etrators, 
Tbe same evening a note wiis received from 
County Attorney T E. Smith as follows 
Samp le Ranch, June 1H—Four bo d ie s (five 
in all) have l>eeu found to-day, indicating 
tbe most atrocious murders in the history of 
Montana. Organize a p arty and come out 
and help us 
Within half an hour after the re-eip t of the 
above letter twenty-five m*-n left on home 
back for the scene of the terrible crime. Tbe 
general belief is th a t the murdered p eop le are 
-migrants and th a t one of the p arty killed 
the other five for the p urp ose of robbing 
It 
is sup p osed by some th at the emigrants 
p assed through the Judith gap about June 
5 or 7. Up to Saturday. June 8, they had 
been seen by various citixen# at different 
p oints along tbeir route. Since th at tuneone 
tnun has twen seen with the same vehi>Je and 
team driving toward the Judith Landing. 
He asked various p ersons the rood toClog- 
jett, and creat*-d some so*|scion as he was 
.ervous and excited. Now th a t the bodies 
have ti**en discovsred it is the general belief 
that thin lone traveler is the murderer and 
that he has got beyond th« - borders of Mon­ 
tana. Of the bodies found, two are of men 
and two of women, 
and 
one is a child. 
The whole of the Judith country is aroused, 
and a great number of p « *op !e have gone to 
the scene of this horrible tragedy. The p lace 
where the murders took p lace is sp arsely set­ 
tled. It is p rop able th a t the emigrants left 
the railroad at Billings, and, after going 
through the Judith gap , were on their way 
lo Benton and the Northern reservation. 
Sheriff Do wning of Great Falls believes th a t 
he has a due to the murderer,and has a dep ­ 
uty now on the sup p osed trail.

Clark shot him in the side inflicting a slight 
wound. Mr.Clark threw him out of the door. 
Foley then climbed up to the bedroom of Mr. 
and Mrs. Clark, und shot Mrs. Clark through 
the window. 
Ho fired several shot# without 
effect at Mr. Clark aud Miss Riggs, who came 
into the room, aud then taking a horse from 
the stable escap ed. A p arty of men is after 
him. 
A llthem uii th a t left the Nashville p ost- 
office tor the south on the night of May 7 
has di*ap i» eured.

FOR H IE FARMER. 


A TEAM of four cows uppeared in 
Bellev ue, Idaho, not long ag o, hav ­ 
ing been driv en from Nebraska, a 
distance of 1,000 miles. They had 
acted as a m otiv e power for a prai­ 
rie schooner, and had also furnished 
milk and butter for the family en 
route. They were in g ood condition, 
with the exception of their feet, which 
needed shoes badly. 


Cut all dead trees or brandies; they 
are eyesores and breed bad insects. 


It is a m istake not to plant some 
sw eet corn for food for the cows when 
the g rass is dry and short.

Farm ers could help the sheep busi­ 
ness by eating more m utton them ­ 
selv es. M utton is more nutritious 
than beef or pork. 
The half-fat sheep is responsible 
tor the antipathy which so larg e a 
proportion of American people hav e 
for m utton. 


Mr. Georg e T. Powell mentions 
th a t ev ery farm er he has known 
who has raised tro tters as a business 
bred a g ood-sized m ortg ag e a t the 
same time. 


We ov erheard a noted breeder g iv e 
expression to th e rem ark, “Thebluei 
the blood the worse the anim al.” 
There is some truth in the saying .— 
Mark Lane Express. 
A sheep’s usefulness is one year less 
here than in Ohio. Our sandy g raz 
ing kind wears the teeth th a t much 
faster. A sheep w ithout teeth must 
q uit— Colorado Field and Farm . 
If a g ood account of expenses and 
sales is kept there will always Ik? a 
balance in fav or of sheep breeding : 
not so mu.-h as a speciality, but as 
an assistant to other farm animals 
and crops. 
Many diseases of hog s are due to 
inbreeding . The 
conditions under

In mem braneous croup put kettles of 
w ater on the stov e producing all the 
steam possible, by inserting a tun­ 
nel in the nose ot the teakettle and 
rem ov ing the cov er, put th*1 feet in 
hot water g iv ing ijiecac syrup or the 
abov e m ixture, and hastening v om­ 
iting by placing hot tobacco leav es 
on the stom ach, being careful not to 
leav e them on too loug .

Ksq uimai x 
means “raw fish eater;” their diet s 
« hiefly fish and g ame, kept until it is 
in a state of putrefaction, when to 
them it is the m ost delicious. 
Raw 
blubber of the whale is a g reat « leli- 
cacy. Th**ir manner of eating is dog ­ 
like. 
Fixing their te**th in a pie« *1 of 
blubber, with a dull knife they saw 
off the portion which the m outh will 
not adm it. The men hunt an« l fish, 
while all other work is « lone by the 
women. 
They know nothing of m ar­ 
riag e v ows; they cohabit, separate, 
and take new partners a t pleasure, 
one man often hav ing a succession of 
wiv es. The old time custom ot ta t­ 
tooing the face, arm s and breast is 
still practiced. 
The women wear 
iv ory studs in the lower lip in which 
is inserted their sewing nee<lle for 
conv enient when not in use. The 
men also hav e these apertures with 
bone or iv ory studs iu their ears, iu 
which ring s are inserted. This same 
fashion prev ails larg ely in south­ 
eastern Alaska.

A g reat many 
ailm ents due to sedentary occupa­ 
tions m ig ht be cured by abdom inal 
breathing . Deep breathing was a 
ure for ang er and uncharitableness.

His Veto Didn’t YVo rk. 
A special meetin g of the city cou n ­ 
cil was called last n ight to con sid er 
the mayor’s veto of ord in an ce 82, re­ 
latin g to police. With the exception 
of Presid en t Spau ld in g an d Ald er­ 
man Brown the cou n cilmen were all 
presen t. Ald erman Wheatley was in 
the chair an d he called for the read ­ 
in g of the veto after the roll had been 
called an d other prelimin aries tran s­ 
acted . 
In his explan ation Mayor 
Hemstead stated that the reason he 
had taken u pon himself to veto the 
ord in an ce which the cou n cil had pas» * 
ed was becau se the presen t police 
force was almost in ad equ ate to fill the 
wan ts of the city an d a red u ction 
wou ld n ot be ad visable. 
Society, he 
stated , n eed ed protection , an d if two 
policemen were allowed to take care 
of the city by n ight an d on e by d ay 
d isastrou s resu lts might occu r. 
The 
commu n ication was qu ite len gthy 
an d elaborate, bu t the su m of it was 
that he kn ew more abou t what was 
n eed ed than the cou n cil, an d he pro­ 
posed to regu late the police force if 
su ch a thin g were possible. 
Aid . O’Brien arose to his feet an d 
stated that the city d id cover qu ite an 
exten t of territory, five ward s as May­ 
or Hemstead had stated , bu t he en ­ 
qu ired for in formation if an yon e ever 
saw on e of the mayor’s policemen 
east of Seven th street or sou th of 
Lau rel street, an d as n o on e respon d ­ 
ed it was taken as the sen se of the 
meetin g that n o on e had . He thou ght

Evading the Meat Law. 
The provisions of the dressed meat 
bill, passed by the last legislature, are 
to some extent being evaded in the 
Twin cities. 
The proprietors of the 
leading hotels in this city and in S t 
Paul are purchasing the greater por­ 
tion of the meat consumed in their 
hotels in Chicago, and have been since 
June 7th 
Contracts have been made 
with Cnicago packing houses for 
shipments once a week. 
The Minne­ 
sota hotel men had endeavored to 
make a deal with the Chicago meat 
men. but were not able to do so until 
the return of Phil Armour from his 
European trip. 
The law does not 
prevent the purchase of meat outside 
the state and its shipment in unless it 
is exposed for sale afterwards. 
In 
this way hotels and other institutions 
which consume considerable meat can 
contract for it in Chicago. 
This posi­ 
tion is backed by good legal authority, 
according to the hotel men. 
Local 
prices have already begun to tum ble 
in consequence. — Minneapolis T ri­ 
bune. 
From the above it will be seen that 
the rich man. and all those who are j 
able to buy l>eef in large quantities, j 
can evade the law, while the j>oor I 
man, and those who m ust buy in 
smaller quant it ies. are to pay from 
three to four cents }>er jiound more 
for their beef, and*all to satisfy a few 
St* Paul slaughter-house men. 
Such 
an infamous, unjust and damnable 
law is not binding upon th*» citizen 
and ought not to be req meted. 
Out 
upon it, and let the jtoor man as well 
as the rich have cheap l>eef. 
*** 


An Opinion from Chicago. 
The Chicago Tribune sizes up the 
meat inspection law as follows: 
The local butchers in Minnesota 
who expected large profits in conse­ 
quence of the beef inspection law. 
contrived to shut Chicago meat pro­ 
ducts oat of the state, are finding 
themselves hoist by their own petard. 
If the law could have l>een enforced 
in the manner intended the principal 
effect would have been to raise the 
price of beef to consumers in Minne­ 
sota without a particle of benefit to 
stock grow ers. The advance in price 
would have all gone into the [lockets 
of the local butchers, as was the de­ 
sign and expectation. 
Oddly enough 
however, in their bill the local butch­ 
ers merely prohibited bringing into 
the state for purposes of sale any 
meat from any animals not slaught­ 
ered in Minnesota 
Apparently there 
is no jienalty for im porting meat for 
ODe’s own use. and hence keepers of 
hotels and boarding houses in Minne­ 
sota are now baying beef from the 
Chicago dressed beef operators and 
getting it cheaper than before. 
They 
do not regard themselves as offering 
fresh meat for sale, and hence con­ 
sider themselves entirely outside the 
law. 
They are getting the benefit of 
the low prices in the Chicago market, 
and take the profits that formerly 
went to the middlemen. 
Minnesota 
butchers used to buy beef in Chicago 
for seven cents and sell it to their 
customers for twelve cents, but the 
latter now purchase direct from the 
dressed beef firms in this city. 
Of 
course it is only hotel keepers and 
other large bu vers of meat who can 
supply themselves in this way, but 
the Minnesota butchers are suffering 
a big loss of trade in consequence of 
a law which they expected to pi Ye 
them an artificial monopoly. 
The 
troth, no doubt is that the Minnesota 
meat law is unconstitutional in its en­ 
tirety, and will be set aside whenever 
it is taken into the courts. 
But if 
the local butchers in Minnesota can 
stand the consequences of their pet 
measure, it is not likely the Chicago 
dressed beef o|>e raters will make any 
complaint and try to have the statute 
overthrown. 
The la** is giving them J 
a valuable retail meat m arket in Min- ; 
Desoto. 
The local butchers of Minne- , 
sofa have been caught in their own I 
trap, and it would I to a fitting conclu- I 
sion to the m atter if they should be I 
the first to appeal to the courts to 
have their own law declared uncon­ 
stitutional and void. 


The Log Crop. 
Thd Lumberman sizes up the lum­ 
bering outlook as fnllows: 
The best judges estimate that about 
150,(WO,OOO feet of logs are hung up 
on the tributaries of the Mississippi. 
These include all the logs cut on the 
Bum river and tributaries, on the 
Crow W ing and tributaries, about 2,- 
000,000 feet on the Pine, about 7,000,- 
000 feet on the Willow, about 15,000,- 
000 on the Bear, all the cut on the Up­ 
per Swan, on Hillman brook and 
Skunk and on L ittle Prairie, Sandy 
Lake and Swan. 
The Surveyor 
General estimated at the end of the 
logging season that there had been 
cut 290.600,OOO feet of logs, and that 
there was lod logs carried over ag 
gradating about, 75,000,000 feet. This 
made a total of old and new of 275,- 
090.000. 
If. as now seems probable, 
150.000.000 are hung up, this would | 
leave 225,(100,000 for the mills at 
Minneapolis, Anoka, St. Cloud, Brain- ’ 
erd and Gull River, or probably 175,- j 
000,000 for the Minneapolis mills. J 
Up to June 1st the Boom company 
hatl turned out about 35,000,000 feet. 
It is estimated there is now in the I 
Ikxhii 80,000,000. 
This supply will be 
turned out iii about three weeks. : 
The log committee ordered the Boom j 
company to commence driving on i 
June 20th. at which date there will 
be in the river above Brainerd alxmt J 
110.000,(WO feet of logs. 
The Boom 
company expect to bring at least 80,- 
000,000 feet of these and get them to 
Minnea|K>lis by the time the present 
stock of 
30,(KW,OOO 
is exhausted. 
These then will give the mills a stock 
for ten or eleven weeks or until about 
the first of Septemlier. 
W hatever is 
done beyond that date must depend 
upon the success in driving of some 
the streams and getting out some of 
the hung-up logs. 
This is decidedly 
problimetical. 
Meantime some of the 
mills will have plenty of logs and some 
not enough. 
So it need be no m atter 
of surprise if the cut of the Minne­ 
apolis mills is 100,000,000 feed less 
than it was last year.

The 
Winnipeg Suspect Headily 
Recognized by an Oftieer 
From Chicago. 


ti k o l c t s l e H e r d e r ie Hostess. 
The Tribune of Great Fall*, Montana, ha# 
received by special courier from I>ewieton, 
Fergus county which ie ninety mih-s east of 
(■leat Falls, the following dispatch, giving 
details of five bom ble murders. “ Intenseex- 
citenient prevails in Irwinton and through­ 
out Fergus county, caused by the finding of 
five human bodies in th# Judith river about 
twenty-five mile* northwest of Irwinton. A 
cow boy 1 ame into town and reported the 
finding of the boily of a woman in t he J milt h 
river about three miles above what i* known 
a* Sample s crossing on the Lewiston and 
Delton road. Coroner Hanson immediately 
went there aud held an inanes! over the body. 
( lose examination revealed that death had 
been caused by a rifle wound. The remains 
were so bloated and decomposed th at recog­ 
nition wa# impossible, but the coroner wa# 
satisfied that, the person had been dead a t 
least two weeks. The body wa* temporarily 
buried, and the coroner returned to I^ewie- 
ton with such articles as he thought might 
serve as a cine to the identity of the deceased 
woman. On Monday the coroner, sheriff and 
a numlier of citizen* left again for Bumph-'# 
Crossing for the purpose of examining the 
body and to seek for a clue th at might help 
in tracing the crime to the jrerpetrators. 
The same evening a note wits received from 
County Attorney T E. Bmith a# follows 
Sample Ranch, June 18—Four bodies (five 
in all) have l*een found to-day, indicating 
the most atrocious murders in the history of 
Montana. Organize a party and come out 
and help us 
Within half an hour after the receipt of th# 
above letter twenty-five men left on horse­ 
back for the sr-ene of the territde crime. The 
general belief is th at the murdered people are 
“migrants and th a t one of the party killed 
the other five for the purpose of robbing 
It 
is supposed by some th a t the emigrant* 
passed through the Judith gap about June 
6 or 7. Up to Saturday, June 8, they had 
been seen by various citizens at different 
points along their rout#. Since th at tirneon# 
aiun ha# been seen with the same vehicle nnd 
teuin driving toward the Judith Landing. 
He asked various persons the road to Clog- 
jett. and created some suspicion as he wa# 
nervous ami excited. Now th a t the bodle* 
have l**en discoverer! it is the general ledief 
that this lone traveler is the murderer and 
th at he ha# got beyond the borders of Mon­ 
tana. Of the bodies found, two are of men 
and two of women, 
and 
one is a child. 
The whole of the Judith country is aroused, 
and ag reat nom ber of people have gone to 
the sceue of this horrible tragedy. The place 
where the murders took place is sparsely set­ 
tled. It is propable th a t the emigrants left 
the railroad at Hillings, and, after going 
through the Judith gap, were on their way 
to Benton and the Northern reservation. 
Sheriff Downing of Great Falls believes th a t 
tie has a clue to the murderer,and ha* u dcp- 
aty now on the supposed trail. 


J A terrible tragedy was enacted at Carbon, 
Hay county. Mo., in which Conrad Bauman, 
a German, killed his wife aud then committed 
suicide. The weapon used wa* a bull dog 
revolver, and Mrs. Bauman was shot twice 
thiough the bead, she lingering half an hour 
l»efore death. The suicide died instantly. 
Bauman wa* aged forty five years and his 
wife twenty-two. He was in good circum­ 
stances. The cause is attributed tojcalousy. 


Mrs. Rameroy Clark, living on a farm near 
Elgin. Neb., was shot and instantly killed by 
a man named Nick Foley. 
Foley hail been 
paying attentions to Miss Biggs, a sister of 
Mr#. Clerk, but she had refused to have any­ 
thing to do with him. Shortly after Hie 
family retired Foley entem l and meeting Mr. 
Clark shot him in I be side inflicting a slight 
wound. Mr. Clark threw him out of the door. 
Foley then climbed up to the bedroom of Mr. 
and Mrs. Clark, and shot Mrs. Clark through 
the window. 
Ile fired several shot# without 
effect at Mr. Clark and Miss Biggs, who came 
into the room, aud then taking a horse from 
the stable escaped. A purty of men 1* after 
him. 
All the mail th a t left the Nashville post­ 
office for tho south on the night of May 7 
has disappeared. The fact has lieen with­ 
held by the postoffice officials th a t the in­ 
vestigation might not be ham|>ered. The 
mail for southern points as far as Now Or­ 
leans was arranged us usual, put in a pouch, 
locked up and delivered a t the door of the 
postoffice t o t he dri ver of t he wagon which car­ 
ries mail to the depot. The pouch wa#locked 
up in this wagon, which drove off towurd 
the depot, and th at is th* last heard of it as 
yet. The loss of the pouch wa* not detected 
for two or three days. It is impossible now 
to leurn how much money was in the mail. 
It was destined for a large and im portant 
territory, and the presupmtion is th a t the 
pouch contained much valuable m atter. 
Thomas M. Cooley, chairman of the inter­ 
state commerce commission, has notified 
United States District Attorney George N. 
Baxter to secure indictment# against the 
officer# of the Minneapolis, St. Paul A Sault 
Ste. Marie road for violation of section 2 of 
the interstate commerce law. This is the 
section which prohibits any discrimination 
in making; rate# for one shipper over an­ 
other. Mr. Cooley a letter contained a copy 
of a ‘Soo’ rate sheet which was partly printed 
and partly filled in by a copying process, to ­ 
gether with aw ay bill o fth e Kansas City 
road, both of which, with Mr. Cooley’s state­ 
ments, tend to show th a t ‘Soc’ took a con­ 
signment of alcohol originating a t some 
point not stated on the Kansas City road 
from St. Paul to New York for 47,4cent# per 
hundred, a cut under the published tariff 
rate|for th at class of goods. The informa­ 
tion contained in the letter is rather vague 
and Mr. Baxter thought it l»est to ask for 
further particulars before proceeding with 
the case.

A writer familiar with the uncivil­ 
ized Esquimaux ofter northern Alas­ 
ka says th a t they are the m ost ab­ 
ject lyings he ever saw. They nei­ 
ther wash nor comb their hair, and 
they wear dirty, filthy garm ents 
year in ami year out. Esquim aux 
means “raw fish eater;’’ their diet is 
chiefly fish and game, kept until it is 
in a state of putrefaction, when to 
them it is the m ost delicious. 
Raw 
blubber of the whale is a great deli­ 
cacy. Their m anner of eating is dog­ 
like. Fixing their teeth in a piece of 
blubber, with a dull knife they saw 
off the portion which the m outh will 
not adm it. The men hunt and fish, 
while all other work is done by the 
women. 
They know nothing of m ar­ 
riage vows; they cohabit, separate, 
and take new partners a t pleasure, 
one man often having a succession of 
wives. The old time custom of ta t­ 
tooing the face, arm s and breast is 
still practiced. 
The women wear 
ivory studs in the lower lip in which 
is inserted their sewing needle for 
convenience when not in use. The 
men also have these apertures with 
bone or ivory studs in their ears, in 
which rings are inserted. This same 
fashion prevails largely in south­ 
eastern Alaska. 
“O u tof the fashion 
out of the world.” is as true of them 
as of us. There is much caste am ong 
them, and it would be hard to find a 
more conservative and conventional 
people.—S itka Alaskan. 


How We Should Breathe, 
Dr. Campbell said the object of 
breathing was prim arily to vitalize 
the blood. The injury of breathing 
bad air was not so much the taking 
of impurities into the lungs, but a 
lack of nourishment. 
Every mole­ 
cule of the body was kept in m otion 
by the breath. The reason sedenta­ 
ry employments and tig h t lacing 
were injurious was not a failure to 
get oxygen to the blood, but the fail­ 
ure to give sufficient m otion to the 
molecules, w ithont which good healt h 
was impossible. 
The vitalizing of 
the blood furnished the mind with 
new truths. The lungs took in four 
times as much air as was necessary 
and rejected three-fourths of it.

There could be no good, pure, 
clear, deep thinking w ithout good, 
deep, pure breathing. Every occupa­ 
tion and work had its own method 
of breathing. A man training for a 
foot race did hot breathe the same 
as a billiard player. A great many 
ailments due to sedentary occupa­ 
tions m ight be cured by abdom inal 
breathing. Deep breathing was a 
cure for anger and uncharitableness.

His Veto Didn’t Work. 
A special meeting of the city coun­ 
cil was called last night to consider 
the mayor’s veto of ordinance 82, re­ 
lating to police. With the exception 
of President Spaulding and Alder­ 
man Brown the councilmen were all 
present. Alderman Wheatley was in 
the chair and he called for the read­ 
ing of the veto after the roll had been 
called and other preliminaries trans­ 
acted. 
In his explanation Mayor 
Hemstead stated that the reason he 
had taken upon himself to veto the 
ordinance which the council had pas^ 
ed was because the present police 
force was almost inadequate to fill the 
wants of the city and a reduction 
would not be advisable. 
Society, he 
stated, needed protection, and if two 
policemen were allowed to take care 
of the city by night and one by day 
disastrous results might occur. 
The 
communication was quite lengthy 
and elaborate, but the sum of it was 
that he knew more about what was 
needed than the council, and he pro­ 
posed to regulate the police force if 
such a thing were possible. 
Ald. O’Brien arose to his feet and 
stated that the city did cover quite an 
extent of territory, five wards as May­ 
or Hemstead had stated, but he en­ 
quired for information if anyone ever 
saw one of the mayor’s policemen 
east of Seventh street or south of 
Laurel street, and as no one respond­ 
ed it was taken as the sense of the 
meeting that no one had. He thought 
if the city was paying out a thousand 
or two dollars a year unnecessarily, 
that the council ought to stop it, and 
if the number of policemen were not 
enough under the new ordinance 
more could be added as they were 
needed. 
Ald. Cullen objected to dictating 
to the mayor. He said that he (the 
mayor) had been elected by a good 
large majority, and that he thought 
his rule should not be tampered with, 
but that on the contrary the mayor 
should be allowed to do as he pleased. 
After Ald. Gardner explained to 
the council that Mayor Hemstead 
had told a certain member of the 
demi-mcade that it would be all right 
for her to open a house here as he 
was “running the city,” a vote was 
taken on the passage of Ordinance 82

On Saturday forenoon last E. N. 
Donaldson, a leading attorney of this 
city, died suddenly in his office in the 
Sleeper block. 
Judge Donaldson 
had been in S t Paul attending to 
business before the courts and he had 
returned to Brainerd Saturday morn­ 
ing at 2 o’clock. Going to his office 
he retired for the balance of the night 
with his partner, Mr. True, instead of 
going to his home in the town of 
Oak Lawn, some four miles out in the 
country where his family resided. To 
all appearances he was in his usual 
good health. At 8 o’clock he arose 
and attended to his usual business 
and went to breakfast, partaking of a 
hearty meal. He was back to his 
office again after having been to see 
one or two attorneys and attending to 
some business at the photograph gal­ 
lery, in connection with the late Mr, 
Seymours’s estate. 
He then com­ 
plained of having the heart-burn and 
a pain in his stomach, and shortly 
afterward was sick at his stomach. 
He took a drink of liquor to relieve 
his intense pain, but as he felt no 
better after taking it, Mr. Trne went 
for Dr. Camp, who could not be 
found. Mr. Donaldson laid down on 
a folding bed then, and seemed to 
have been somewhat relieved, and his 
partner asked him how he felt. He 
replied that the pain had left his 
stomach but was at his heart. In his 
usual manner he began to relate an 
incident regarding a case he had tried 
and at the close laughed heartily, but 
immediately called for water and 
droppfxt down. Help was secured 
immediately and Dr. Rosser was call­ 
ed, but he could do no good as Mr. 
Donaldson was then dead. His death 
was the result of heart failure. At 
the post mortem examination it was 
found that the carotid vein was ossi­ 
fied and softening of the brain was 
commenced. 
The funeral was held from the 
Methodist church on Monday at 3 
o’clock, Rev. J. W. Fields and Rev. 
C. G. Miller officiating. The Bar As­ 
sociation of this city attended in a 
boily and acted as pall bearers. 
The deceased was 50 years old at 
the time of his death. 
He was born 
at Ovid, New York, in 1839. 
He 
graduated from the Albany law school, 
having previously attended school at 
Ann Arbor. He has been a resident 
of Minnesota for twenty years, and of 
this county six years, having removed 
to Brainerd from La Crosse to form 
a law partnership w ith the late Judge 
Sleeper. 
He had published one law 
book and the manuscript for the 
second was nearly ready for the press. I 
He was possessed of good, and prob­ 
ably rather more than an average 
knowledge of the law; well learned 
in all the fundamental principles, he 
kept himself thoroughly posted on all 
important cases in the several courts. 
He knew the law and was usually cor­ 
rect in applying it. 
He was in a 
sense in some respects a genius in the 
practice of law, and his ability was 
recognized by all. Judge Donaldson 
was genial and generous to a fault. 
He was courteous to all and had the 
rare tact of making no enemies. He 
will long be remembered by the mem­ 
bers of the Bar Association of this 
district and the citizens of Brainerd.
